Baron de la -Motte had a son riding siaiie 
few years ago. hut he quittml the saddle to go out 
colonizing in Algeria, and 1 should not be surprised 
sliiHihl I meet liiiii once more at the half way house, 
Marseilh's. lo li«-:ir that the old love of eri>ss eiaiii- 
trv sm>rt Ixirn in him has induced him to pay some 
attention to the UretHling of horses.
